LISBON, Portugal—(Copyright As- 


sociated Press)— Alert Portuguese gun- 
ners, pounding two mutinous warships 
with shells, crushed a brief naval re- 
bellion in Tagus river barter off Lis- 
bon Tuesday. 


Disabled by a stream of fire from 


hind butteries, the two vessels man- 
ned by rebellious crews which planned 
to steam away from Lisbon for an un- 
disclosed destination, were towed to 
the beach and their seamen thrown 
into chains. 


There were indications that censor- 


ship was delaying publication of the 
details of the revolt, including word as 
to whether the rebellion was connected 
with the Spanish civil war.

Disavow Attack on U. S. 


WASHINGTON —(/I1)— The Madrid 


government formally disavowed re- 
sponsibility Tuesday for the attempted 
bombing of the American destroyer 
Kane by an unidentified airplane off 
the Spanish coast August 30. 


In a note to the American embassy 


the Spanish Foreign Office reiterated 
curlier oral statements that no loyalist 
airplanes were operating in the vi- 
cinity at the time, the government 
had no machines of the type which at- 
tacked the destroyer.

method for prophesying the number of 
colds a person will suffer during the 
coming winter was described Monday 
before the American Chemical Society 
by Dr. Arthur Locke of Western Penn- 
sylvania hospital. 


The method, based on a "fitness"rat- 


ing" or ability of the body to consume 
oxygen during exercise, was offered as 
a new approach to the mystery of the 
common cold, caused, scientists believe, 
by a non-filterable virus which has 
escaped detection. This fitness rating 
is a measure of the ability of the body 
to eliminate disease-producers. 


Oxygen Masks Used 


Experimenting with 100 human sub- 


jects wearing oxygen masks while 
working stationary bicycles, Dr. Locke 
measured the amount of oxygen con- 
sumed per square meter of body sur- 
face with a device known as a "meta- 
bolor" or metabolism recorder. 


Only three of the group were able 


to use 1,500 cubic centimeters of oxygen 
per minute per .square meter of sur- 
face, and these were rated as "1," 
the best condition. 


Those able to use more than 900 


cubic centimeters wore rated as O.G or 
in "good" condition, and the remain- 
der, a majority of those examined, 
who could not use ihe maximum of 
oxygen necessary, were rated at 0.5 or 
below. These ratings, Dr. Locke as- 
serted, Citn be related directly to the 
ability of the individual to withstand 
cold and pcnumonm infections.

aSults and tall children usually be- 


come tall adults. Tall children grow 
rapidly during the period of 10 to 11 
years of age, while shbrt children do 
not make this spurt until 12 or 13 
years of age. 


Girls who are big for their age are 


likely to slow up in their rote of 
growth one or two years earlier than 
girls who are small for their age. 


Mosf parents fail to watch carefully 


the rate of growth of their children. 
For that reason changes will occur 
which the parents will fail to recog- 
nize. The X-ray pictures will show 
that during severe periods of illness 
growth in the long bones temporarily 
stops. 


S o m e t i m e s glands which affect 


growth cease to function satisfactorily. 
This definitely wilt affect the height 
cf the child. For instance, a failure of 
the pituitary gland to function during 
the first three years of life will have a 
much greater effect on the size of the 
person than a beginning failure of this 
function in the 13th or 14th year of life. 


This is simply because one-half the 


normal height of the individual is ac- 
quired during the first three years of 
his life. 


Parents should measure the height 


and weight of their children at regular 
intervals so they will know whether the 
child is growing steadily in height and 
weight^ ,as.df should if it is a normal 
child. If, for any reason, this does not 
seem to take place, a competent doc- 
tor should be consulted as soon as pos- 
sible.

Cfgles- 
by and John Robinson, we bought the 
Cothollc school now known ns the, 
Brookwood .school, moved the high ] 
school to the Garland nnd bought the 
lots where the Paisley school now 
s funds. 


When they moved the high school 


we insisited thnt they put in n room to 
tnke cure of the small children and 
made plans for building the building 
in the Fourth Ward so that the small 
children would not hnve to go so f:ir 
to school In the Scennd Ward. In other 
words we located the four schools HS 
best we could in the interest of the 
beginners of school. There wore sev- 
or»l small children thnt laid out of 
school lost year on account of the dist- 
ance and danger of children crossing 
these streets nnd highways in order to 
get to school. 


School law, ax I understand it. is pri- 


marily ' for the common, and, if we 
have mehns enough, to run n high 
.school ALL RIGHT. Most (it the pro- 
fessors and teachers have autos to ride 
in iind Hie school boiird hits been di- 
verting money for the last several 
years that belongs to the common. 


If the school board would cut down 


on some of the overhead expenses in 
the high school and put a toucher in 
one of the rooms of the Oglesby school, 
il will be a great deal of pleasure and 
satisfaction to the people of the Fourth 
Ward. We ure taxpayers over here in 
the Fourth Word and are interested in 
seeing our Finall children having an 
opportunity in life and get started, 
and most of us do not have n conven- 
ient wny of carrying our children to 
school. So far we have been fortunate 
in not gutting any of our children in- 
jured. 


You have only to look on the m;ip of 


the City of Hope and see if you would 
be willing for your G-yuar-okl child 
to start in school when we have a 
building built on purpose for that pur- 
pose in this Fourth Ward. Would it 
not be better to have the teachers to 
walk to the school room, if necessary, 
than to have one child to walk the 
distance to the Paisley school?

Although exports may disagree ns

The Democrats 
didn't exactly concede anything, but 
the idea on which they went to work 
was this: Get enough electors! votes 
in the east so that it won't matter 
what happens in the west. 


That situation IIHS changed, snd one 


proof of the chanpc comes from no 
less n Republican authority than Na- 
tional Chairman Hamilton. Mr. Ham- 
ilton continues to predict that Landon 
and Knox will carry the west, but he 
indicates thnt it will not be done with- 
out a fight. He took note in one of his 
recent speeches that the Democrats 
now are claiming thnt. on account of 
the drouth, tho west is "in tho big" 
for Roosevelt and Garner.
